Somewhere in Southern Marin 
a timid nine-month-old pet is 
hiding, or lying injured, or “just 
out having a ball,” her worried 
owner said. 
The pet, which disappeared 
Saturday from her home with 
Nancy Clark, is a 60-pound 
Canadian timber wolf named 
Lykaina. Miss Clark is doubly 
concerned, first that “Kayna” - 
a nickname to which the wolf 
answers — may starve since 
she’s never learned to hunt, and 
second that someone may panic 
when they see her and shoot her. 
Miss Clark raised Kayna from 
a two-pound. 18-day-old baby 
after she got her from a friend 
in the East Bay. The real 
training, she said, was done by 
her basset hound and her cat. 
She was trained well enough to 
go on a trip across Canada last 
year without incident, and to go 
for walks in Sausalito on a stan­ 
dard canine choke chain collar. 
The wolf wears a regular 
Marin County dog tag. and the 
county requires no s p e c i a l 
precautions.

nessman said he handed an 
officer a pouch of marijuana 
from his jacket pocket. 
“They caught us red-handed,” 
he said with a smile through 
his bushy brown beard. “They 
asked me who the marijuana 
belonger to and I told them it 
belonged to God but I have been 
smoking it.” 
McCoy said he has been ex­ 
pecting a raid on his colony for 
some time and suspects police 
have planted persons on his 
ranch to spy. 
“They .know what’s going on 
here and. frankly, they would 
like to see us disbanded.” he 
said. “We are a haven here for 
the outcasts of society.” 
Under arrest, McCoy smoked 
cigarettes, cradled one of his 
young daughters on his knee, 
and lectured newsmen on the 
coming of a new world, pattern­ 
ed on life at Rancho Olompali. 
“In a well ordered universe, 
every man would do what he 
loves to do,” the guru said. 
Earlier, he stood before his 
“ family” in the living 
room, 
eyes closed in apparent con­ 
centration, and chastised those 
in the group who grumbled at 
the intrusion by police. 
"They are your brothers,” he 
said. 
McCoy is to appear in Marin 
Superior Court Monday for a 
hearing on a request by his 
relatives that they be given con­ 
trol of the $200,000 remaining in 
his estate. 
His father-in-law, Arthur E. 
Lang of Mill Valley, charges

Mrs. Parker was in Marin 
the beginning of this week and 
will return tonight to narrate 
her latest film “ Norse Adven­ 
ture’" for the Explorers. Club at 
the San Rafael High School 
auditorium. 


HJORDIS KITTEL was born 
in Oslo. Norway, and came to 
the United States at 7-years- 
of-age with her father, who 
served in the Norwegian Con­ 
sular Service. She returned to 
Oslo to live for a few years in 
her late teens and then return­ 
ed to the United States. 
It was shortly 
after her 
graduation from the University 
of California at Los Angeles 
and subsequent marriage that 
she attended the showing of a 
film 
on 
Norway 
at 
t h e 
Pasadena Civic Auditorium. 
“ I didn’t think the film was 
good.” she said. “And I ac­ 
cepted a challenge to go to 
Norway and do a better one. 
My husband didn’t want me to 
work, but 1 studied photogra­ 
phy in night school and then 
took off for Norway.” 
Mrs. Parker explained that it 
was not long after World War 
II. and the Norwegian people 
were anxious to show the world 
how they had recovered.

“ If you can speak to a group of 
children, you can speak in 
public,” said the woman who 
now speaks to audiences as 
large as 12 thousand people. 
“ We operated in the red for 
eight years, and when there 
was a little profit I took ten 
cents and bought a bottle of 
black ink. which put its back in 
the red." she said.

film. Hjordis Parker and her 
crew had some harrowing ex­ 
periences They lost the engine 
on their small boat near Sval­ 
bard, which is just 10 degrees 
below the North Pole In the 
water they were amidst and 
at the mercy of icebergs.

However, these ugly, tasteless 
critters are generally ignored 
by western sportsfolk. 
About the only sought - after 
waterfowl that will still be le­ 
gally shootable after Sunday 
will be black sea brant. The 


season on these relatively rare, 
diminutive salt water geese, 
that like to hang around coastal 
bays and inlets, will l a s t 
through February 23. 
The state's upland game quest 
also comes to a close at sunset 
Sunday, with the windup of long 
seasons on quail, rabbits, tree 
squirrels and chukars. Joining 
these species on the protected 
lists until next fall and winter 
will be the migratory band­ 


tailed pigeons, the nation's only 
wild squab, which have been 
shootable the last 30 days in 
central and southern California. 
For the big game hunter, 
there is a season on European 
wild pig in Monterey County 
which extends through March 
30, but he. too. has been pretty 
much retired, with the end of 
bear season on Jan. 5. Deer, 
which annually receive more 
than 90 per cent of the Califor­ 
nia rifle hunting effort, have 


been off the shooting list since 
Nov. 3. 
Historically, the average Cali­ 
fornia sport will now give his 
undivided attention to fishing 
until hunting noses back into 
the outdoor scene in late sum­ 
mer. The rifle clique can expect 
to open shop early in August 
with the coastal deer season. 
The scattergunners can figure 
to get in their first licks with 
the annual dove quest, which 
usually opens on Sept. 1.

Decision Day Tomorrow 
For Striking Teachers 


Tomorrow is “D Day” in the San 
Francisco State College teacher strike. 
The “D” is for decision. The decision 
.will be that of the teachers as to 
whether they return to their jobs or 
remain on strike. 
Tomorrow 
becomes 
‘‘D 
D a y ” 
because, under a provision of the 
California Education Code, when a 
state college teacher absents himsef 
from his job for five consecutive days 
without permission, this constitutes an 
automatic resignation. 
The San Francisco State College 
faculty members who are members of 
Local 1352, American Federation of 
Teachers, went out on strike Monday. 
Tomorrow will be the fifth day. If they 
don’t showT up for work tomorrow, the 
law says they have abrogated their 
contracts and are out of jobs. 


THE 
ROLE OF THE AFL-C10 
teacher union in the San Francisco 
State troubles has been rather devious. 
When 
the 
Black 
Students 
Union 
presented its 10 demands last October, 
some of the union members appeared 
as campus speakers on the BSU’s 
behalf. Others talked up the demands 
in classrooms and urged students to 
. support them. The union, or at least 
many of its members, thus had a role 
in fomenting the student strike. 
The teacher strike which began 
Monday, however, was sanctioned by 
the San Francisco Labor Council as for 
• teacher demands only. The Labor 
Council specified that it was not sup­ 
porting the student strike, which was 
none of its business. 
Since the teacher union had previ- 
* ously threatened to walk out “on be­ 
half of the striking students,” this 


circumlocution by the Labor Council 
cast rather odd coloration over its 
strike sanction. 


THE UNION MEMBERS’ situation 
is further clouded by the fact that each 
teacher has signed an agreement for 
the school year ending next June. The 
terms cover many, though not all, of 
the matters which the AFT cited as 
grievances in seeking and winning 
Labor Council sanction. 
The teacher union thus is on strike 
for improvement of working con­ 
ditions its members have already ac­ 
cepted as individuals. 
There can be no union contract for 
teachers, under the California Educa­ 
tion Code, as each teacher signs an in­ 
dividual contract. However, teacher 
organizations — including the AFT — 
can participate in hammering out con­ 
tract terms. 
Thus, the teachers are on strike for 
a union contract which they cannot be 
granted, and in doing so are breaking 
agreements that each of them signed. 


HOWEVER BRAVE a front they 
make of it, these teachers — who 
make up perhaps a quarter of the San 
Francisco State faculty, at the most — 
are no doubt aware of their anomolous 
position. 
What will happen on *‘D Day” 
tomorrow 
therefore 
seems 
predic­ 
table. Although we are not given to 
crawling out on limbs with forecasts of 
what will take place, we think it is like­ 
ly that there will be few teachers on 
strike at San Francisco State tomor­ 
row. 
Teachers like to get paid.

Did you ever stand on a rug­ 
ged shore and watch a proud 
ship of state flounder in a sea 
of chaos? If you are a tax­ 
payer, you have purchased 
tickets for ringside seats from 
which to view such a spectacle. 
The California state colleges 
have been caught up in such a 
maelstrom. The ship’s line of­ 
ficers have been shackled by 
the state college trustees, who, 
inadvertently, turned the fate 
of the ship over to a mutinous 
crew. 
This action was taken shortly 
after July 1, 1961, in the form 
of a state college trustees’ 
policy which stated that the 
faculties must be consulted 
before administrators are ap­ 
pointed. It has had the effect 
of permitting the privates to 
hire and fire the generals. 
Such a delegation of power 
enabled 
tenured f a c u 11 y 
members to seize control of 
the state colleges from duly 
constituted, but untenured, ad­ 
ministrators. Because they are 
virtually 
elected 
by 
th e 
faculty, college administrators 
now serve in a subservient, 
solicitous, faculty-lackey type 
of capacity. And they know 
they had better be willing to 
submit — for their jobs depend 
on it. That these observations 
are self-evidently true, one has 
only to read the d a i l y 
newspapers, or listen to radio 
and television news broadcasts 
to be convinced of the anarchy 
and chaos which pervade the 
public, tax-supported college 
campuses.

THIS AUTHOR in 1966 wrote 
a book. “A Plea For Sanity In 
The Public Colleges A n d 
Universities,” to warn the 
public of the impending crises 
in higher education. In the 
words of the chairman of an 
academic council of one of 
California’s largest state col­ 
leges, It presented an account 
of the extent of faculty seizure 
of the college's administrative 
apparatus. The college had 
finished the previous year 
under a president, who, in the 
Institutions’ 100-year history, 
was the first to have been 
screened by the faculty and 
employed by the trustees on 
the faculty’s proposal. 
In his discourse before the 
school’s 1.000-member staff, 
the academic council head 
asserted: 
“The year, as you well 


realize, was the first one for 
our new president and a busy 
one it was for him and the 
council. If there was any 
general guiding spirit for that 
year’s work, it seemed to be 
one of faculty involvement, to 
the 
maximum, 
in 
th e 
governance of the college. This 
involvement took place at all 
levels — d e p a r t m e n t a 1, 
divisional, and all-college. 
“Working 
w i t h i n 
the 
framework of gu i d e l I ne s 
recommended by the academ­ 
ic council, departmental com­ 
mittees — elected within the 
departments — sent forward 
their recommendations con­ 
cerning retention and pro­ 
motion of 
their 
members. 
Divisional committees, elected 
from 
the 
c o n s t i t u e n t 
departments, screened recom­ 
mendations for promotion. An 
all-college committee 
again 
elected by the faculty made 
final recommendations to the 
president. In a phrase — it was 
a faculty show all the way.” 


WITH REGARD to th e 
emasculation of the office of 
department head, the council 
chairman had this to say: 
“Again, upon recommendation 
of the academic council, the 
policy was set which called for 
regular review of department 
heads by the faculty of the 
departments. One-half of the 
department heads were re­ 
viewed this year and the rest 
will be reviewed during the 
coming year. With the move 
away from l o n g - t e r m ap­ 
pointments by the president to 
selection 
b y 
departmental 
faculty, the name •department 
head’ has been changed to 
‘chairman’.” 
To show how this policy af­ 
fected the attitudes of ad­ 
ministrators, one department 
head who resigned wrote, “On 
this campus a department 
head is just a ‘paper pusher’ 
who has no standing with the 
faculty and is not trusted to 
carry out his job.” 
Another department head 
who resigned noted in his an­ 
nual report, “With some of the 
department head’s power going 
to the rank and file members 
of the department and the rest 
going to the academic council, 
he has now become essentially 
a clerk with no power other 
than that had by any other 
sta ff member” Obviously, 
therefore, one must conclude 
that today’s failures In public 
higher education are deeply 
rooted In yesterday’s mistakes.

A Sausalito hippie described 
as being articulate literally 
helped talk himself into state 
prison the other day. 
He made several mistakes, 
like interrupting the judge, fre­ 
quently and dramatically turn­ 
ing his back to the counsel's 
table, and even calling the pro­ 
bation officer a “meat-head.”

IT’S USUALLY painful for a 
magistrate to send a person to 
prison for the first time. It 
marks him as an ex-convict for 
life; it deprives him of a 
chance at probation after the 
jolt of a felony conviction and 
many believe the chances for 
rehabilitation are s e v e r e 1 y 
diminished by time spent in 
prison. 
The deputy district attorney 
was adamant. It isn’t often 
that law enforcement officers 
can come up with a convicting 
case of a “grand scale” seller 
of marijuana, said he. Here 
was a classic instance for 
prison punishment, one which 
could serve well as a deterrent 
to others in Marin tempted to 
deal in “pot,” he added. 
Although the probation of­ 
ficer reported that Ambrozic 
had openly boasted of making 
$4,000 in a few days through
